Committee  Votes  In  Cursive  Writing  Program 


Remember  cursive  q's  that 
looked  like  2's  — funny  lower 
case  cursive  r's  that  could  be 
mistaken  for  n’s?  Or  v's? 

Monday  night  the  School 
Committee  voted  in  a new 
style  of  cursive  writing  that 
will  hopefully  develop  greater 
functional  speed  and  hand- 
writing skills. 

The  letters  have  an  accurate 
motor  patterning  and  rhythm 
which  lends  itself  to  kines- 
thetic training.  Cursive  also 
helps  the  student  to  see  words 
as  whole  units  rather  than  as 
separate  letters  as  it  does  not 
start  and  stop  hut  has 
continuity  and  rhythm. 

Study  Committee  members 
May  Benbow,  Jeanne  Fink 
and  Raymond  Levine  spent 
the  summer  studying  the  pro- 
gram and  recommended  that 
cursive  writing  be  taught 
earlier,  “Before  the  advent  of 
workbooks,"  Ms.  Benbow 
said. 

This  year  children  in  Grades 
K-2  will  be  introduced  to 
manuscript  writing  and  print- 
ing while  Grade  3 will  go 
directly  into  cursive.  The  pro- 
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ity  which  wants  to  improve 
harbors.

"The 
program  has  to  be  phased  in 
somewhat;  we’ll  be  using 
three  levels  of  The  Johnson 
handwriting  program.”
